"WHEREAS, it appedrs to this Assembly that it is 
inconveniént for the inhabitants of the south east corner 
of Bakersfield, and of that part of Belvidere, called the 
Leg, to attend town meetings and transact town busi- 
ness, in their respective towns, and that Coit’s Gore 
ought to be incorporated and form a part of a new town; 

‘THEREFORE, 


It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the 
gos Gore State of Vermont, That that tract of land called Coit’s
